Friction Clarified 
HEN motoring conversation concentrates on wear and tear the ume for 
speculation has arrived, there being several theories as to what takes place 
Much of the obscurity results from an imperfect understanding of the 
nature of friction between metal surfaces; gratitude is therefore due to Dr. F. P 
Bowden, head of the Cambridge Research Laboratory for the Physics and Chemistry 
of Surfaces, for the elucidation of metallic friction contained in the 41st Thomas 
Hawksley lecture to the Institution of Mechanical Engineers. 

When two metallic surfaces are in contact, one is supported on the summits of 
the highest irregularities of the other. The area of contact is very small; for flat 
steel surfaces it may be less than one ten-thousandth of the apparent area. It is 
almost independent of the size of the surfaces, or of their shape and roughness, and 
it is directly proportional to the load. Even under light load, the pressure at the 
tiny points of contact may be high enough to cause the hardest metals to flow 
plastically, and there is strong evidence to support the theory that the friction of 
metals is mostly the force necessary to shear these localized “ welds.” 

No attempt should be made to minimize the importance of this phenomenon in 
a car, for 20 per cent of the power goes in overcoming friction. Yet Dr. Bowden 
regards the power loss as much less important than the damage done by friction 
“It is this factor,” he says, “perhaps more than any other, which limits the design 
and which shortens the effective working life of a machine.” 

How can the motorist profit by this new knowledge? In two ways. The first i 
by ensuring that nothing is left to chance in the lubrication of his car, and th 
second by driving intelligently so that loads are kept to the minimum, particularly on 
the high-temperature bearing surfaces of the engine. Maximum acceleration and 
slogging in too high a gear, for instance, impose high bearing loads. Exciting new 
materials are, however, promising to revolutionize bearings: molybdenum impreg 
nated with molybdenum disulphide will run red hot with a frictional coefficient of 
0.07, which is less than that of well-oiled steel surfaces, and sintered copper impreg 
nated with the extraordinary polytetrafluoroethylene (P.T.F.E.), retains the frictional 
coefficient of the plastic (0.05) almost regardless of temperature, at least in car engine 
terms. The availability of certain types of P.T.F.E. bearing was announced in these 
columns recently. 


Air Intakes 


INDS are certainly not made up about the shape of the cooling air intake 

to the radiator, and it is curious that so few car fronts should give satisfac 

tion to the cbserver nowadays; this was not so when the distinctive vertical 
grilles were still popuiar. 

Most motorists would give the Bristol 404 top marks for successful functional 
treatment, but they would not overlook an almost equally pleasing economy of con 
tour on the Standard Eight and Triumph TR2. All three of these cars make no 
secret of the presence of a frontal air entry, but the fact that chromium grilles are 
available for the Standard shows that owners are not unanimous in approval of such 
frankness. When chromium enters into the styling there are two distinct tendencies 
—the horizontal and the vertical. The former is usually more successful, the pre 
dominant line of the modern car being horizontal; yet there are some pleasing vertical 
effects, mostly because the slats of the grille are narrow and close-spaced, thus giving 
4 refinement that is lacking in horizontal bars of great length. The Ford Consul 
grille is plain and pleasing, and the Aston Martin example shows how additional 
successful the narrow slats are if used horizontally. Over in Italy the Alfa Rome 
demonstrates a very successful vertical treatment, in which the main orifice itself i 
made tall and narrow; flanking horizontal intakes give a clover-leaf effect 

As the front of a car remains the only aspect in which considerable individuality 
may be expressed nowadays within reasonable aerodynamic and practical limits, it 


is surprising that manufacturers do not aim for greater distinctiveness 





ORROSION is the salesman’s best friend,” it is 
said. Nearly every manufactured article in daily 
use can gradually lose its tune or newborn glory 

without the owner being aware of what is happening. 

Naturally, the harder the usage the quicker the edge is 
taken off, and this applies very definitely to any form of 
transport, unless it is very thoroughly and regularly ser- 
viced. A driver who uses the same car every day will not 
notice the gradually mounting wear in steering mechanism, 
brakes and transmission; the odd noises, unless in the form 
of a hearty and expensive-sounding knock that appears all 
of a sudden, will slowly grow without the owner being 
aware of them. A driver entering a strange car will notice 
at once that the brake pedal goes almost to the floor before 
the desired braking is achieved, the clutch judders on 
taking up the drive, and there is a peculiar hum from under 
the floorboards 


Roadside Checks 


That there are cars in such condition on the roads cannot 
be denied, and this is where roadside checks of cars—and 
of other vehicles for that matter—which have obvious signs 
of lack of maintenance, could be most useful in keeping 
up a higher standard of vehicle efficiency. This method 
is employed in other countries, as was pointed out in the 
leading article in a recent issue of The Autocar. 

It is the responsibility of every owner to keep his car in 
a roadworthy condition, and by understanding the 
functions of the mechanism and its limitations, he should 
be able to do this without involving a heavy financial trans 
action at the local garage.

Excessive play in the steering gear can 
develop in the steering box and provision 
is made for the required adjustments. 
An example is this Austin A.40 unit, 
where end play in the column and the 
mesh of the cam and rocker shaft peg 
can be taken up by shims in one case 
and a screw adjustment in the other 


renewal of steering column bearings, steering arm ball pins 


and joints. Regular lubrication, as laid down in the 
manufacturer’s instruction book, is the most obvious 
method of preventing decay, but there will come a time 
when it will appear quite plainly that what was once a 
useful hour’s work with a grease gun is just so much 
wasted effort, and what must be done at this stage should 
have been done several thousands of miles before. 

The very efficient and pleasant-to-handle rack and pinion 
type of steering gear fitted to quite a number of cars has 
several points where play develops, and provision is made 
by the manufacturers for dealing with this. Wear takes 
place at the pinion bearing, and the teeth of the pinion 
will not then mesh correctly with the rack, the result being 
felt as excessive play at the steering wheel. The bearing, 
in the form of a cap on the end of the pinion housing, can 
be renewed, and its replacement, although involving a 
certain amount of hand fitting, is not a major operation. 
With the cam and lever box, such as that fitted on the 
1947 Austin A.40, play develops in the cup and cone type 
bearings which carry the lower end of the steering column, 
and end play can usually be taken up by removing one or 
more of the brass or steel shims from under the lower cover 
of the housing. At the top end of the column is a felt bush, 
and this should be renewed if necessary. Down at the other 
end of the column again, excessive backlash of the peg in 
the cam can be minimized by adjustment of the set-screw 
and lock-nut placed in the top cover for this purpose. Such 
work as this, and other servicing outlined in this article, 
should be within the scope of any well-equipped and effi- 
cient garage 

Attention paid to small but important units such as these 
will have a beneficial and immediate effect on the control 
of the car. Modern track and steering rod ends are now 
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most effectively sealed to prevent mud and water from 
reaching the bearing surfaces. They are supplied as a 
built-up unit, ready to screw on the track rod or push and 
pull rods. 

Evidence of worn steering connections and king pins 
and bushes is often supplied by the state of the tyre treads. 
The foggy night when you bumped the kerb may have 
resulted in no apparent damage, but it could have put a 
kink in the track rod which you did not spot in the excite- 
ment of the moment. Front wheel hub bearings, while 
having a very long life, do not last for ever, and adjust- 
ment or renewal is not an expensive item. 

You may not have cause to complain about the brakes 
of your car, but let a reliable garage foreman or experienced 
driver friend get in the driving seat for.a few miles, 
and listen carefully to his opinion. That squeak 
you can hear when pressing hard on the brake 
pedal may be the first indication of rivet heads 
flush with the friction surface of the brake linings, 
and any sign of oil on the wheels or back plates is 
likely to indicate that the hub race oil seals have 
failed, and there is oil on the linings. The brakes 
may not let you down until you have to make an 
emergency stop, but then the worst can happen. 

The hand brake lever can come right up to the 
last click of the ratchet and prevent the car from 
moving—on a level road; but the time not to 
discover that adjustment is required is when the car 
is fully laden and you have to come to a halt on a 
steep hill. There are also, believe it or not, some 
people who “pump” the brake pedal to slow ot 
stop their cars and, having done it once, think no 
more about it but carry on happily pumping. The 
time taken to pump the pedal can be long enough 
for the car to hit an obstruction in front and, 
instead of becoming accustomed to the deficiency,

the owner should have the hydraulic system checked. Air 
in the system is the most likely cause of this trouble, 
brought about by a failure to keep the brake fluid reservoir 
topped up. ~ There must never be any of the “Oh, I'll do 
it tomorrow” attitude about a braking system and its 
components. 

Increasing use of rubber bushes for spring shackle pins 
has cut down the number of lubrication points on some 
cars, which is all to the good, but even rubber does not last 
for ever, and these worn bushes can have an adverse effect 
on stability which is not noticed by the regular driver, 
but which is immediately apparent to a stranger to the car. 
This type of bush is used not only for rear spring shackles 
but is also used in parts of some front independent suspen-

sion systems, and then any deterioration will be felt in the 
steering and directional stability of the car. 

Lack of engine power is one of those things which can 
creep up on the unsuspecting owner, until finally he realizes 
that not only will his car not climb the hill from the station 
in top but that it is beginning to labour in third; 
when the cylinder head is removed to reveal burnt and 
cracked valves and seats, he will wonder why he did not 
notice the falling off in pulling power before. Correct valve 
tappet adjustment, regular attention to the ignition system 
in the form of new or cleaned sparking plugs and properly 
adjusted distributor points, go a long way towards keeping 
up the original crisp tune. Retarded ignition timing caused 
by a faulty diaphragm will result in overheating, poor petrol 
consumption and a lack of liveliness that should be noticed 
by any driver. 


Keeping Cool 


A poorly maintained cooling system can involve a 
number of defects, one of which alone is enough to take 
another year or two off the life of the engine without being 
immediately obvious Slack fan and water pump 
drive belts, collapse of the inner lining of water hoses, 
sticking thermostats, blocked radiators and water passages 
in the cylinder head and block—any of these will prevent 
proper circulation. Those owners who live in hard water 
districts are strongly advised to fill the radiators of their 
cars with rainwater collected from the garage roof into a 
large wooden butt (or even a 50-gallon oil drum can be

pressed into service and disguised with 
a coat of paint). It will be cheaper than 
a new radiator. And while on the 
subject of cooling systems, before 
spending a lot of money on anti-freeze, 
make certain the hose connections and 
water joints are sound; anti-freeze 
chemicals have a habit of finding a 
weak spot in the system. 
Heavy oil consumption draws atten- 
tion to itself, but is easier to notice if 
a log is kept and m.p.g. figures are 
noted. Worn piston rings and ring 
grooves will announce their presence 
by oiled-up plugs and a smoky ex- 
haust; over-worked cylinder bores express themselves in a 
like manner, and if there are tell-tale drops of oil on the 
garage floor every morning, it may pay to have the sump 
removed and the main bearings and crankshaft journals 
examined. A pity in many ways that so few modern cars 
have an oil pressure gauge—the oil light now fitted is not 
capable of telling the true story by betraying reduced 
pressure 

Transmission troubles are happily rare in the post-war 
car, but the units involved lead a hard life and, like every- 
thing else, should receive their share of attention. For a 
start, use the correct lubricants for gear box and back 
axle; do not ask 
for gear oil— 
specify it by the 
proper number 
and see that you 
get it. Drain the 
gear box and axle 
at regular inter- 
vals—oil is 
cheaper than new 
bearings — and 
you will be sur- 
prised what the 
old oil contains 
in the way of 
sludge and metal 
particles. The 
average synchro- 
mesh gear box 
stands up to an 
immense amount of abuse, and may even last the life of 
the car without a major overhaul, but wear does take place 
and, while it is difficult to prevent, the owner can at least 
keep the box in reasonable condition. Nothing is more 
annoying that to have a gear lever jump out of its position 
when the car is running downhill, for instance. If this 
happens, the least one can do is to try using new selector 
rod springs, for the original ones may have lost their 
temper. 

The modern dry, single-plate clutch does its arduous 
work exceedingly well, operating sometimes under extreme 
conditions, imposed perhaps by a not so skilful driver. 
It is a part of the transmission which is liable to deteriorate 
without the regular driver being aware of any defect. He 
becomes accustomed to pushing the pedal down a little

farther, and only a driver strange to the car will notice 
where the fault lies, and its effect upon smooth take-up of 
the drive and also upon the general efficiency of the 
transmission. 

Statistics of roadside breakdowns prove that electrical 
failures make the greatest percentage of all faults. Elec- 
tricity, because of its invisibility, is more of a mystery 
to most of us than mechanical units. Battery troubles are 
lessened, these days, by the use of voltage control systems, 
but the battery still requires topping up with distilled 
water, and if this job is neglected all the science in the 


world will not prevent an expensive item of equipment 


from being ruined. Do not think all you have to do is 
to wipe the top and put a little Vaseline on the terminals; 
this service, at least, should be done thoroughly and 
e ficiently. 


Helping the Starter 


Treat the battery kindly in cold weather and turn the 
engine over by means of the starting handle, if there is one, 


Distributor points should be cleaned before adjusting. /f they are 


badly burned, both should be renewed 


Both electric and mechanical type fuel pumps contain filters 
which need periodic cleaning 


before starting up in the morning. This frees the engine 
from overnight stickiness. Failing this, one can at least 
depress the clutch pedal before the starter button is 
pressed, so that the immediate load is lessened to some 
degree by not having to turn the gear box shafts in cold, 
sticky oil. The clutch thrust bearing drag may exceed the 
gear box load, however. 

The insulation of wiring becomes hard and cracks, 
dynamo and starter motor brushes wear gradually, lamp 
bulb filaments become weak. One method of checking 
stop lamps is to press the brake pedal and watch for the 
light to be reflected on the car behind as you wait in a 
traffic block. Windscreen wiper blades may appear to be 
in good order, but they may have hardened, and a new 
pair will make a surprising difference 

A car that is driven fast and given regular attention and 
servicing will last longer than one that is driven and 
treated casually. The engine that is never given a chance 
to reach a reasonable operating temperature will be worn 
out before one that is given the comfort of a radiator blind 
or muff, sensibly used. 

It is said that one can become accustomed to anything 
given time, but the car owner should never become accus 
tomed to inefficiency, and a car which is inefficient is a 
reflection on the owner, who should know better than to 
allow such deterioration to take place 


Unsuspected rattles may result from loose door locks and, if not 
attended to at once, excessive wear will quickly develop

Noises Off 


RITISH motorists, already assailed 
from all sides in the name of road 
safety, may well turn pale on reading 
an American report that a firm has 
devised an electronic warning system 
which can be fitted into ihe road to 
measure a car’s speed and, if this is 
above a certain figure, will set off a 
siren to wari. the driver. Considered 
to be particularly useful as a warn- 
ing measure near pedestrian crossings, 
the device consists of two measuring 
hoses, five-eighths of an inch thick, 
laid across the road and connected to 
an electronic control and siren unit set 
up on the roadside. The mechanism 
can be set for any speed desired and 
the siren emits its warning for ten 
seconds—long enough to warn both 
driver and pedestrians. 
Note for American children: at 
least 200 Ib of pressure is needed to 
vork the siren

O renew acquaintance with the Rover 75 is to be reminded 

once more of the deceptive nature of this car; of the way 

in which it covers the ground at quite unexpectedly high 
average speeds without the least suggestion of fuss; and of the 
high degree of passenger comfort and constructional quality. It 
is, peraps, when a car has already been well used by one or 
more previous owners that the quality of construction can be 
most accurately judged. 

The 1951 model that is the subject of this test was provided by 
Bridge Motors, Church Street, Rickmansworth, Hertfordshire, 
and it was finished in ivory cellulose. The exterior was without 
blemish and, as the respraying of such a colour to finish local 
repairs can result in am unsatisfactory final result, it should be 
recorded that the shade of ivory was perfectly even. The 
chromium plating was good and the green leather upholstery 
was clean and undamaged. The roof lining was free from those 
unpleasant streaky stains that are often seen on a car of this age 
or more, and the carpets were in good condition. The polished 
woodwork of the facia was also unblemished. 

The engine started instantly hot or cold (Rovers are usually 
particularly good in this respect), and it quickly pulled well when 
started from cold. The performance was good, although there 
was one slight mechanical rattle, apparently from the engine, 
of the type that might have been the result of a badly adjusted 
tappet. The car would proceed smoothly and quietly at fairly 
high speeds for long periods without sign of distress, and driver 
and passengers remained fresh. The steering was good, without

The model described here is the convertible. It is similar to that 

in current pi»duction, except that it uses the side-valve engine, 

and the radiator grille is of the earlier type with horizontal 
Strips across a rectangular opening 

The car tested was provided by Lex Garages, Ltd., Brock 


noticeable wear, but the spring dampers were weak, with the 
result that there was some pitching on wavy surfaces. Steering 
was precise, affected adversely only by the weak dampers. The 
steering column gear change was good of its kind, and here again 
there was no sign of excessive wear in the linkages. 

The brakes, the important complement to good acceleration 
and high speed, were very well adjusted and their power was up 
to the car’s performance. The transmission was without play, 
but there was a slight murmur from it in the higher speed range 
The tyres (three Avons and one Firestone on the road wheels 
were in good condition. The free-wheel, which has been a 
feature of these cars for many years, worked well, and compre- 
hensive accessories included an efficient heater-demister,* clock 
and centrally mounted fog lamp. Pressing a button provided an 
oil level reading on the fuel level gauge, and there were also a 
water temperature gauge and an ammeter. The coachwork was 
free from rattles. 

This car flattered its driver in many ways. It was praise- 
worthy for its feeling of quality, its comfort, and the impression 
it gave of refusing to appear hurried while yet covering a con- 
siderable mileage in a commendably short time. 


hurst Corner, Harrow Weald, Middlesex, and a close inspection 
produced the impression that it had been looked after with pa 
ticular care. The grey cellulose was unmarked and well polished 
and the chromium plating was sound. The red upholstery was 
protected by tartan seat covers, and exposed interior parts were 
very presentable.

This convertible ran smoothly, and 
without noticeable effort 1 could maintain a true 60 m.p.h. (an 
indicated 66 on the speedometer) indefinitely At this speed 
it was perfectly happy and willing, and the engine clearly had 
plenty in hand. The steering was quick and accurate. There 
was no excessive play, and the car was more responsive to the 
steering wheel than most models of similar size or cost. The 
suspension provided a good, smooth ride, and the spring 
dampers successfully prevented any pitching 

The steering column gear change was

precise movement that invites ready use of the gear box. The 
brakes were adequate in power but were in need of adjustment 
pedal travel being unnecessarily long before braking wa 
effected.

Broadly speaking, there are only two faintly feasible mean 
by which such a thing might come about. An established manv- 
facturer could offer an existing model with choice of ic. or 
team power unit; but this puts an almost insuperable handicap 
on the designer of the steam plant. Secondly, a small concern 
building sports cars and specials might interest itself in the 
subject (these concerns can, of course, exist only by producing 
lines which do not bring them into direct competition with 
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the combines). But here they would come up against a snag 

perhaps, peculiar to the steam car business, but certainly 
one of its most marked features—namely, that all serious poten- 
tial buyers of a steamer know enough about the subject to want 
it built their way, or not at all. And there are a good many ways 
of setting about it—and what is more, as the poet sang, “ Every 
single one of them is right! ” 

There are quite a few ways of making an i.c.-engined sports 
car, but if a steam plant is used, consider the variations possible 
in the engine alone. To begin with, it may be reciprocating, 
rotary, or a turbine; if reciprocating it may have one, two, three, 
four, or more cylinders; the cylinders may be single- or double- 
acting; they may be arranged simple, compound or multiple ex- 
pansion; vertical or horizontal, radial or in line, and to drive 
direct or through a cardan shaft. The valve motion may be 
harmonic or by cams; the valves sliding, rotary, or lifting—and 
soon. The generating and combustion systems, and their con- 
trols, are subject to similar ranges of alternatives. 

I hope I have said enough to explain why, with the engineer- 
ing trade in its present febrile condition, a commercial steam 
car is not a strong possibility. But I should like to end by 
expressing some amazement that none of the enthusiastic ex- 
ponents of frankly home-built specials ever turns his energies 
in this direction, for when performance in the owner’s hands 
is the only quality sought, and the amenities are at a discount, 
a steamer can be basically very simple. A single-cylinder 
engine, based perhaps on a motor cycle engine and designed 
for very hot steam, supplied by a powerful flash boiler with 
manual fuel and water controls, could be made to give an 
extremely exhilarating and entirely novel performance even by 
today’s standards 

But perhaps the answer to this one is that the competition 
authorities would promptly impose their veto—and then love’s 
labour would be lost.

That Extra Inch 


The Importance of Widening the Roads 


[66147.}—My business involves long daily journeys by car 
and tsavelling time is a very important factor, so I am closely ir 
touch with the growing congestion of our roads and have given 
much thought as to how this could be alleviated 

There is much talk about new highways but, as it will be 
years before these can be effective, I think we should examine 
the position to see if we are making the best use of our existing 
trunk roads. 

Very often I find myself working to fine limits in passing slow 
moving traffic in order to save precious minutes and I think 
that many hundreds of miles of our roads which are now accepted 
4s two-way traffic lanes could very easily be converted into three 
way lanes. To do this I would widen them perhaps, in som 
cases, only by a foot or so, and this extra width would be taken 
from grass verges or wide, and sometimes little used, footpath 
which line our roads for miles and miles 

From my observations it would appear that our road surveyors 
prefer highways to be of uniform width, and for this they may 
have very good reasons; but their widths often seem to be deter 
mined by that essential figure fo: a narrow road. I think they 


should now realize that every inch in width counts and that wide 
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stretches here and there would make excellent passing places 
for the faster traffic. 

Another very annoying cause of congestion, which I think is 
on the increase, is the driver, sometimes in a good, fast car, who 
falls in behind a slow moving vehicle and makes no effort to pass; 
in fact, he is usually so close to the vehicle in front that he 
cannot see when the road is clear for him to pass. Before many 
minutes have elapsed there are a few more vehicles behind him 
and when the real driver catches up he is faced with either falling 
into line or seizing an opportunity to pass the lot, usually to the 
extreme annoyance of the one who is the cause of the hold up 

I am all in favour of the fullest amount of freedom for the 
individual, but when it is abused as in cases such as this, and 
obstruction is being caused to other road users, I think it is time 
there was some supervision; if our mobile police force is inade 
quate I would suggest that our R.A.C. and A.A. patrols be vested 
with some authority to prevent and break up these slow-moving 
convoys. 

Another service these patrols could do would be to report on 
the stretches of road on their beats where widening of the road 
could best be employed, such reports to be studied by a com- 
mittee composed of practical men in consort with the heads of 
the two motoring associations an: the leading car manufacturers 

The findings of this committee could then be forcefully pre 
sented to the proper authority with a view to getting something 
done with the millions of pounds which have already been 
collected in taxes for the purpose of improving the roads, before 
we become so choc-a-bloc that the sale of cars on the home 
market will have to be banned

Untruthful 
An Unfortunate Set of Instruments 


[66155.]—What are your readers’ experiences with modern car 
instruments? My second-hand, factory-reconditioned, hand-built 
car cost upwards of £2,900 when new, in 1951. Its makers 
assured me that the instruments were first quality. 

1. The ammeter never “zeros” properly. 

2. The petrol gauge is grossly inaccurate, as is the one on my 
brother’s twin car. 

3. The oil pressure gauge used to show 5lb pressure before the 
engine was started; it has now been replaced. 

4. The water temperature gauge is very sluggish and far less 
sensitive than the one on my Land-Rover. 

5. The oil temperature gauge I assume to be accurate. 

6. The clock is good, as car clocks go. 

7. The speedometer needle constantly oscillates at all speeds; 
a new cable, at my expense, has not cured this. Up to 60 m.p.h. 
it tallies roughly with the tachometer, but wobbles too much for 
any true reading to be possible. Above 60 it over-registers pro- 
gressively up to the car’s maximum of 90 plus. 

8. The tachometer, which does not wobble, is accurate. 

Is this a.creditable record for eight instruments of the best 
English quality obtainable, in a car which is very costly, precision 
built, and of workmanship and finish better than most in Europe?

Read Signs 
Transfer to the Road Surface? 


[66158.]}—Mr. J. Nobbs’ letter [66109] contains the germ of a 
much larger possibility—that all roadside signs should be trans- 
ferred to the centre of the road surface itself, as interruptions 
of the white line where one exists, or by themselves. The 
“centre of the road occupies a position half-way between the 
man in front and the man coming the other way and is, there- 
fore, a place where the eye has to be, and its surface is smooth, 
continuous, of nondescript colour and free from distractions. 
A new code of signs would be necessary, capable of being 
marked in coloured paints or cats’-eyes, and each sign would

need to appear as a succession of several repetitions, with side- 
ways duplication on roads with more than two lanes. Mr 
Nobbs’ requirements could be met by an occasional pair of 
cats’-eyes placed side by side and touching, one red and one 
white, each mounted in rubber of its own colour. Adequate 
warning of pedestrian crossings could be given and beacon 
lights made continuous as signals to pedestrians only, thus 
reducing by half the frightful fever of blinking which has 
descended on motoring. 

Finally, I think there is need even now for a special cats’- 
eye detector lamp, heavily masked horizontally and vertically, 
which could be left on in conditions where the head lamps are 
not needed, particularly in fog. ALex Topp.

T is a sign of the times and an indication of the rise 
in the standard of living that manufacturers are begin- 
ning to offer de luxe or special equipment versions 

of their production models. Nowadays they are not so 
termed, but the Vauxhall Cresta is, in effect, a special equip- 
ment edition of the Velox, having many additional fittings 
and a range of distinctive two-colour finishes. Though it 
is essentially a family car, among the extras available (as 
with the Velox) is a high-compression cylinder head giving 
a ratio of 7.3 to 1 instead of the standard 6.5. The increased 
performance thus brought about raises the car out of the 
bread-and-butter, family saloon class and gives it a par- 
ticular appeal to those who enjoy driving for its own sake 
and who, for family and business reasons, are compelled to 
forsake the out-and-out sports car. What is more, the Cresta 
achieves all this at the low basic price of £595.

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One’s first impression of the Cresta on taking it over is 
the ease with which it is driven and the short time needed 
to become completely familiar with it. The car was driven 
straight away into London’s rush-hour traffic on a wet night

However, the Cresta has chromium-plated wing ornament: 
which make both wings clearly visible from the driving seat 
and help considerably in judging the car’s width. 

At first one tends to use the three-speed gear box more 
than is necessary, particularly if accustomed to a four-speed 
box. Before long, however, one is aware of what is, perhaps, 
the car’s outstanding quality—the flexibility of the engine 
For experiment it was driven through South London, using 
top gear only except for moving off. On level ground the 
engine will pull away from 5 m.p.h. in top without snatch 
a performance which is unexpected with a compression 
ratio of 7.3 to 1. 

In contrast with this is the ability of the “over-square” 
(79.37 by 76.20mm) engine to rev. On the open road the 
car will reach 60 m.p.h. in second gear and there is no 
sense of the lack of another ratio below top. It will cruise 
happily at 70 m.p.h., a speed which is reached quickly;

opened. To the left of this is an ashtray and cigar lighter 
and, to the right, the heater controls and ignition switch. The 
dipswitch is foot operated, to the left of the clutch pedal, 
and the self-cancelling traffic indicator switch is very con- 
veniently mounted on the steering column within easy reach 
of the fingers of the right hand. The range of the driving 
mirror is limited by the cut-off caused by the top edge of 
the rear window, and one finds oneself referring to the wing 
mounted, external mirror for long-term information of what 
is going on astern. The driving compartment layout is well 
thought out and good; within a very short time one is 
familiar with all the controls and instruments. 

The body is easily entered at both front and rear. Leg- 
room at the front is not acquired at the expense of rear 
seat passengers; with the front seat as far back as it will go 
there is still adequate legroom at the rear, helped by a foot 
recess beneath the front seat. The seats are comfortable 
and will accommodate six people, though an impression is 
given by the two-colour leather upholstery that they are 
narrower than is the case. The interior of the car is auto- 
matically illuminated when the doors are opened and the 
interior light can also be operated by hand. Push-button 
door locks (both inside and out) are supplemented by door 
handles and the doors are locked by small, horizontally 
sliding bolts which also lock the direct-lift windows in the 
closed position. The ignition key serves only to unlock 
both front doors, and it is well to remember to remove the 
key when leaving the car for fear of being locked out. 

An efficient heater is stan- 
dard in the Cresta and was 
found to warm the interior 
of the car quickly after a 
night in the open, and also 
to keep the windscreen free 


The large heoter installation 
makes access to the dipstick 
and the reormost three plugs 
rather Auxiliaries t 
the left of the engine ore easily 
reached. The release for the 
bonnet lock is locoted in the 
grille, not within the cor 
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from icing or misting. In conjunction with the ventilating 
windows in the front doors, which have a strong extractor 
effect, it is possible to maintain the interior at a comfortable 
temperature when it is freezing outside. 

The luggage locker, with lockable lid, is of admirabie size 
and has a flat floor. "The spare wheel is carried on a cradic 
beneath the car and is lowered by unscrewing (with the 
wheel nut spanner) the support bolt in the floor of the locker. 
A covered hole in the floor allows the spare to be inflated 
without removal. There is a separate tray for tools at the 
top of the locker where they cannot damage luggage. The 
jack is carried flat against the side of the locker and, when 
in use, fits into a socket below the front door in each side 
of the car, lifting both wheels on that side. The 11-gallon 
boister-type fuel tank is between the rear seat back rest and 
the luggage locker. A thoughtful detail is a vent which 
allows the full flow from an electric pump without causing 
an air lock. 

Again, where high performance is one of a car’s attributes, 
a good lighting system is a prerequisite; though the head 
lamp beam is adequate for speeds up to 60 m.p.h., more light 
would be desirable for prolonged, fast travel by night.

The bonnet is self supporting and is released by a catch 
in the radiator grille. Were it not for the rather large 
heater installation the auxiliaries would be very accessible. 
The heater, mounted to the right of the engine masks the 
dipstick, the rearmost three sparking plugs and the mech- 
anical fuel pump. The auxiliaries to the left—carburettor, 
dynamo, battery and screen washer bottle—are all easily 
reached. There are 19 points on the front suspension and 
steering which require attention with the oil gun at 1,000- 
mile intervals, apart from the routine oil level checks. 
There is no provision for a starting handle. 

Fuel consumption throughout the test period proved 
commendably low; the best figure for main road motoring, 
combined with a fair proportion of London traffic, produced 
a return of 27.6 m.p.g. A minimum figure of 21 m.p.g. 
included some very uneconomical fast runs when the car’s 
performance was used to its full extent. It would be diffi- 
cult to obtain a figure worse than this. Oil consumption 
was slightly on the high side; at a mileage of 3,487 when the 
car was taken over the engine had not properly bedded 
down and, after 590 miles, three pints of oil had been used. 

Such criticisms as have been made of the Cresta must be 
considered in relation to its very low basic price. The fact 
remains that its performance is excellent, its road manners 
are adequate and its passenger comfort is of a high standard. 
The styling is one of the better examples of the modern, 
flush-sided trend and the paintwork and finish are excellent 
and should last for a long time.

CHRISTMAS RACE 
MEETING AT BRANDS 
HATCH ON BOXING 
DAY PROVES GREAT 
SUCCESS 


S briefly reported in last week’s issue 
of The Autocar, the race meeting 
organized by the B.R.S.C.C. at 

Brands Hatch on Boxing Day, Monday, 
December 27, was an immense success. Of

(Above, left) Two chefs get to work on the roast ox ot the open-oir barbecue ; over 2,000 slices the extent of covering the circuit with 
were sold, (Above, right) Winner of the Christmas Trophy formula 3 race: Ivor Bueb in his seasonable snow or ice, matters would 
Cooper-Norton have been very different—the meeting 
would in all probability have had to have 

been abandoned. 

But this did not happen; the day was a 
singularly good one, with bright sunshine. 
Of course, it was hardly warm, and dusk 
came early; but, apart from these two in- 
evitable factors, the weather was far better 
than had been the case for many of the 
summer meetings during 1954. 

In the circumstances, it was not sur- 
prising that a large crowd turned out to 
watch. It had hardly been expected, 
though, that the attendance figures would 
prove a record for the circuit; the number 
of spectators approached the 50,000 mark, 
and at one time cars were queueing for 
nearly three miles along the main London- 
Maidstone road (A20) up to the main 
entrance.

Lund’s Cooper and S. W. Creamer’s 
Creamer Special kept the crowd on its 
toes until Lund’s engine gave up the 
struggle three laps from the end. 

The formule libre race attracted a mixed 
bag of cars, from the 1,100 c.c. Cooper- 
J.A.P.s of L. Leston and A. E. Marsh 
through the 2-litre Connaught driven by 
Don Beauman to the two. elderly 
Maseratis (H. C. Spero’s 3-litre ex-Whit- 
ney Straight model and J. Russell in 
T. A. S. O. Mathieson’s 4CL). The 
Coopers got away at the start and Leston 
led from Marsh; then the latter got in 
front, while Beauman, driving very hard, 
brought the Connaught up through the 
field. There was one shattering moment 
when Beauman s —_ right round while 
braking over-hard for Paddock Bend; 
but he lost only ome place, the car nor 
actually stopping, and before long passed 
Leston, whose engine was beginning to 
misfire. The Connaught and Marsh’s 
Cooper dominated the rest of the race, 
with Beauman finishing two seconds in 
front; Horace Gould, new to Brands 
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Hatch, brought the Equipe Devone 
Cooper-Bristol home in third place. 

The race for 14-litre sports cars was at ~ 
first dominated by the Lotus cars of J. 
Coombs and J. B. Naylor (Connaught- 
and M.G.-engined respectively); but the 
latter dropped back with engine trouble, 
and D. Blakeley’s new: Emperor-H.R.G. 
came into the picture to finish a strong 
second. Coombs appeared again in the 
unlimited sports car race, but was forced 
to give best to T. A. D. Crook and his 
well-known maroon Cooper-Bristol— 
which, after all, had an extra half-litre of 
engine capacity. Rudd’s A.C. Ace went 
extremely well until (whisper it!) it ran 
out of fuel, and third place went to D. 
Margulies in his recently acquired Jaguar 
XK120C, the first appearance of this model 
on this circuit. It was in this race that 
the only untoward occurrence of the day 
happened, when H. W. Walker’s Austin- 
Healey and S. F. Wilder’s Porsche became 
involved on Paddock Bend; both cars ran 
off the road on the inside of the circuit, 
unfortunately collecting and slightly in- 
juring a photographer en route. 


Auld Acquaintances 


Last, but by no means least, came the 
Christmas Trophy formula 3 race, with 
many of the best-known drivers participat- 
ing. Les Leston led at first in the new 
Mark 9 Cooper, but was passed by Ivor 
Bueb (also Cooper-mounted), and the 
latter proceeded to run away from the 
field. Behind him, however, the battle 
raged; Don Parker, fighting hard with his 
famous Kieft for his championship hopes, 
caught and passed Leston to lie second, 
but spun round at Clearways on the 13th 
lap. Stuart Lewis-Evans, late off the line, 
came right through the field in his Cooper, 
breaking the formula 3 lap record in the 
process, to take second place, but behind 
him Leston held off Parker to finish third 
—and reverse the half-point difference be- 
tween the two drivers to win the 1954 
championship. A very keen struggle, and 
a very good meeting indeed. Results in 
full were given on page 1038 of last week’s 
issue,

OME journeys leave a series of little pictures in one’s 
mind, each picture surrounded by the delicate egg- 
shell of memory which, when pricked, spills out its 

glory of white and yellow. Now that early autumn has 
turned to winter and the days are overhung by wind- 
picked clouds, it is good to bask again in the warmth of 
a trip made in the golden sunlight of three months ago. 

We started late, not until one o’clock, but the morning 
had been dull and as we headed westwards from home 
we were glad of the lateness, and of the sun which beckoned 
us on. We turned off A40 just after Beaconsfield, headed 
towards the Thames and travelled through busy Marlow, 
keeping north of the river. Out into the country again, 
and each field vied with the next for the richness of its 
green, heightened by the recent rain. The trees had kept 
their leaves late, and the only signs of autumn were patches 
of golden leaves which hung, yellow like huge, prickly 
conker shells, amongst the dense green foliage, and caught 
the golden sunlight to show off its brightness. Brown and 
white cows chewed slowly in the fields, keeping company 
with red poppies. 

We rounded a bend and a series of long, low roofs lay 
doggo on the right, imparting their warm rust colour to 
a dell. This was Hambleden village, Buckinghamshire, 
but ask my navigator how we got there, for I just obeyed 
orders. The gazetteer says of Hambleden: “H. Manor 
House (1604) is a seat. Here Charles I was hidden.” But 
we saw only the bright red creeper contrasting with the 
grey of a square church tower and a duller red creeper 
challenging both with its richness. We parked in the sun 
watching jackdaws wheel and fly in and out of the tower; 
I thought of going inside the church, but we did not, for 





























fear that my companions would think me pretentious. We 
spoke of Viscount Hambleden, the famous Smith whose 
name appears on many a station bookstall. He lives at 
the Manor House. 

The next picture is more homely, of a blue and white 
tablecloth spread out beside the haystack, and sausage rolls 
and cheese, and ginger beer drunk with straws freshly 
picked from the neighbouring field. We continued west- 
wards into the sun, which was strong enough to make 
vizors necessary all the afternoon. 

Soon we had rejoined A40, whittled down in its upper 
reaches, like the River Thames whose upper valley it 
skirts for a time. Turning right soon after the Oxford 
by-pass, we were heading towards the Cotswolds via Wood- 
stock. Here the roads were quiet; the tempo of the traffic 
had been slowed down to match that of rural life. We 
forgot for a time that cars are used for more purposes 
than taking goods to the nearest market town — 
the neighbouring farm. One could take a deep brea 
and rest on the peace of the countryside. London seemed 
far away. For miles and miles our car was the sole 
adventurer on the well-made roads; we nosed across 
narrow stone bridges, their edges zig-zag to shelter 

trians from the traffic, and up wide main streets 
lined with mellow stone houses; we slowed behind a herd 
of cows plodding uphill and from one side to the other 
of the road. And as the roads became narrower towards 
the heart of the Cotswolds, we squeezed gingerly past a 
motor coach met unexpectedly on a thin bend. 

Charlbury, Burford, and at Bibury famous Arlington 
Row seemed insignificant in the shade as I leaned in the 
warm sun over a stone bridge with six or seven other 
people, gazing down into the clear, swift brook. Beyond 
was a colourful and well-kept garden, and across the road 
the long, low Swan Hotel, covered with red creeper. We

forged on and on, up steep hills and narrow twisting roads, 
hoping that nothing would come in the other direction. 
Hedges had long ago yielded to stone walls, those Cots- 
wold stones which hold together by a miracle of balancing, 
unhelped by mortar. Flowers brightened each cottage 
front, a pool of brightness as dusk came. 

Halfway down one steep hill the geometrical lines of 
Bagendon church appeared, merging happily with their 
setting; it had creeper, too. Just past this, we took a wrong 
turning, up a very narrow, muddy lane. It grew narrower 
and more muddy, until at last we stopped, realizing that 
we weren’t getting anywhere. On the right was a wall, on 
the left a steep bank. Oh yes, I said cunfidently, I can 
back about 200 yards to the roads and demonstrated this 
by locking hard over to within a couple of inches of the 
wall. Several small and curious children were playing 
muddily under a tree on the left-hand bank; they helped 
us out of the impasse by saying that the car could turn 
round a few yards farther on. It did, luckily.

My next picture is one of less colourful but more 
mysterious tints. We had swung away from Cirencester 
and my friends promised that they would show me Birdlip. 
As always when somebody says you must see something, 
I made up my mind in advance not to be impressed. Right 
turn in Birdlip, and abruptly the left bank of the road fell 
away in a magnificent sweep towards the Severn valley. 
A grey evening mist shrouded the low country in mystery;

gasometer nearly hid the towers of Gloucester cathedral. 
I have always wanted to visit Gloucester—now at least I 
have seen it, if only from far away. A cloud hid the red- 
dening sun—it was a lighter grey than the mountain mass 
of Wales almost invisible on the horizon. I made a 
mental apology to my friends.

Then came the T.T., when Macklin 
handled it again, finishing eighth on 
handicap and third in the class; and 
finally (for 1950) Charles Brackenbury 
took it up Shelsley Walsh in 50.46 
seconds.

in the Mille Miglia, winning the class 
for production saloon cars above 2-litre 
capacity and finishing eleventh in the 
race as a whole. Then VMF 64 was 
stripped down and prepared for Le 
Mans once more, with sundry modifi- 
cations including an increase in the 
compression ratio. In this race were 
some newer brethren, 64 being the old 
car of the team; but this time (driven 
by Macklin and Eric Thompson) it was 
again victorious in its class, third in 
general classification and fourth on 
handicap. 

Almost without rest, the car was off 
again; now it was to take part in the 
Alpine Rally, again with Wisdom at the 
wheel. Races and rallies—all came alike 
to the versatile machine which gained 
a Coupe des Alpes and tied for first 
place in the 3-litre class with 
Wadsworth’s Healey. 

For the 1951 T.T. there was a new 
team of works-entered DB2s, and even 
a DB3, so that it seemed likely that 
VMF 64 might be pensioned off, as it 
were. But no—the 1952 Mille Miglia 
saw the warrior again in action with 
Wisdom driving; the result almost 
duplicated the previous year’s—first in 
its class (Gran Turismo over 2-litre) 
and twelfth in general classification. 
And finally the same driver once more 
took VMF 64 over the Alps in the 1952 
Alpine Rally, though not quite so suc-

cessfully as in the previous year; 
fifteenth in general classification and 
fifth in the 3-litre class. 

With that, the active competition 
career of VMF 64 came to an end; by 
then its two companions of the original 
1950 Le Mans trio (VMF 63 and 65) 
had already passed into the hands of 
private owners, Eric Thompson and 
R. R. C. Walker being the fortunate 
purchasers. But the subject of this 
particular article refused to leave the 
firm, and still stays there today. 

For some time, “the old *un” was 
rather anybody’s baby; David Brown 
himself used it for many months as 
occasional | transport. Eventu- 
ally, it was decided that David Warren, 
sales manager to the Aston Martin firm, 
should have possession of the car for 
his frequent runs up and down the 
country. That is still the state of affairs 
at the present moment; Warren has 
now done a considerable mileage in 
VMF 64, and has never been let down; 
the only concession that has been made 
to its present comparatively humdrum 
existence is the refitting of the lower 
compression pistons, in the interests of 
a lower oil consumption than was pro- 
vided by the high compression variety 
used during its later competition days. 


A Busy Weekend 


And now we come to the latter end 
of 1954, when I decided that the record 
of VMF 64 deserved recognition and 
the inclusion of the car in this present 
series. To that end, I succeeded in 
persuading the present owner to release 
his hold on the Aston Martin for a long 
weekend, to give me the opportunity of 
renewing my acquaintance with the 
breed and discovering for myself just 
how much of this particular car’s 
history was evident in its everyday 
manners. 

The weekend was a varied one, and 
included a visit to a large club’s annual 
dinner and dance in the West End 
of London, a cross-country journey 
through Berkshire to the fringe of the 
West country, thence returning to Kent, 
and a swift peregrination up to and 





through Cambridge to the fast roads of 
Cambridgeshire and the southern part 
of Norfolk. Throughout, the Aston 
Martin behaved like a perfect thorough- 
bred, with never a moment’s hesitation. 

Not many traces remain of the 
victorious past. The car is now finished 
in a becoming shade of green, in place

importance; what a capacity to see 
full! On the instrument panel are two 
plaques, each telling a story; one (in 
front of the driver) is a permanent 
echo of the Sarthe circuit, being the 
finisher’s plaque issued to the car after 
its victorious run in the 1950 Le Mans 
race. The other one (beneath the glove 
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box, in front of the passenger) is an 
engraved record of the car’s competi- 
tion career, detailing the driver or 
drivers concerned in each event—and 
even, an oddly human touch, contain- 
ing a spelling mistake! 

Sheer performance is still there in 
plenty, and the car remains a joy to 
drive. The heater had been removed— 
fortunately the weather was mild, and 
anyway who cares about a heater with 
that lovely gear box to play with, and 
the fascination of devouring the road in 
front and watching other vehicles, tra- 
velling in the same direction, come rush- 
ing towards you apparently in reverse? 
The typical booming exhaust note, 
music in the ears if a trifle strident at 
times, adds to the impression of un- 
conquerable urge; the roadholding, 
justly famous, permits even the com- 
parative tyro to place the car accurately 
in any circumstances. Only the brakes 
could be criticized, as in so many really 
fast cars; they needed adjustment, 
being slightly uneven and inclined to 
pull, and if used hard at high speeds 
were apt to judder. But even this is a 
relative matter; judged by the stan- 
dards of the braking systems of lesser 
cars they were still remarkably power- 
ful and free from fade. 

Sixty in second, eighty or eighty-five 
in third—then into top and easily up to 
and over the magic hundred; on my 
mind VMF 64 left an indelible impres- 
sion of being eager to go, still champ- 
ing at the bit in the crowded road con- 
ditions so prevalent in this country to- 
day, and thankful for the derestriction 
sign and the sight of an unoccupied 
mile or two of main road, even if the 
time had to be past midnight before 
that happy state could be attained. 
Yes—a memorable car, worthy of her 
place in history and showing no signs 
of the trials and tribulations of a re- 
markable career.

in the United States were falling. It was 
the year of the free gifts and of consider- 
able cuts on list prices, and this resulted 
in frequent complaints from dealers that 
the manufacturers were over-producing to 
such an extent as to flood the available 
market. 

From the manufacturers came _ the 
answer that all that was needed was a 
rapid return to the old-fashioned methods 
of selling—without the frills—and that 
any move to limit production to create a 
scarcity of cars would be illegal. 

Many U.S. manufacturers feel that 
their annual market is definitely on the 
upgrade, and that the increasing move- 
ment out of the cities into the surburbs, 
which is taking place in cities and town 
all over the United States, coupled with 
an expanding population, must have its 
effect in a demand for more and still more 
cars. 

The manufacturers have made it clear 
that they can see no sign of a depression

their horizon. So much have they been 
affected by their own optimism that pro- 
duction plans for the first quarter will 
result in a total of 2,000,000 vehicles being 
completed between January 1 and March 
31, with all plans made to continue at the 
same rate if sales call for it.

SURPRISINGLY high proportion of motorists 

become involved in breaches-of some aspect or other 

of the law; most of them, happily, are of a com- 
paratively minor nature. The number of summonses 
issued on application of the police in the Metropolitan area 
alone varies between eighty and one hundred thousand a 
year. These figures cover cases dealt with only by legal 
proceedings and do not include those in which the police 
send cautionary letters. 

Under the Road Traffic Acts, certain powers of arresting 
without a warrant a person alleged to have committed a 
motoring offence are given to the police. A person may 
be so arrested under section 15 of the Road Traffic Act, 
1930, for driving a motor vehicle when under the influence 
of drink or a drug, and under section 28 of that Act for 
taking and driving away a motor vehicle without the consent 
of the owner or other lawful authority. Also under section 
20 (2) of the 1930 Act a constable may arrest without a 
warrant the driver of any vehicle who, within his view, 
commits the offence of dangerous or careless driving unless 
the driver either gives his name and address or at the time 
produces his driving licence for examination. 


Properly Served 


In the main, however, motoring offences are dealt with 
by summons. In many cases these summonses are issued 
by the court upon application of the police, although it 
is possible sometimes for a private individual to apply for 
one. A summons is a document issued by the court and 
is one of the means of bringing a person before it so that 
the information laid, or the complaint made against him, 
may be tried. The summons sets out brief details of the 
offence and is addressed to the person who is alleged to 
have committed it—the defendant. Before the case can 
be heard at court a summons must have been properly 
served upon the defendant: by prepaid registered post to 
his last known or most usual place of abode; or left for 
him with some person at that address; or it can be delivered 
to him in person anywhere. 

If the summons is served by hand and if the defendant 
does not appear at court, the case may be heard in his 
absence. If the summons was served in the first way— 
—by registered post—the court should not deal with the 
case in the defendant’s absence unless it has some proof 
that the summons came to his knowledge: a letter or some 
other communication such as a signed acknowledgement

If a person wishes to dispute the allegation made against 
him, he must defend the case either personally or through 
a barrister or solicitor he engages to represent him. A case 
cannot be contested by letter. Usually, where the 
defendant is legally represented, his advocate will call upon 
him to attend court as a witness fcr the defence 

If a defendant admits the truth of an allegation made 
against him, or does not wish to contest it, he can appear 
at court and plead guilty in person, or counsel or solicitor 
may attend and plead guilty on his behalf; the court may, 
in most minor cases, consent to deal with the case in the 
absence of the defendant or a legal representative. The 
court can take this latter course only if the summons has 
been properly served and there is proof that it has reached 
him

Court’s Discretion 


If the defendant writes a letter to the court stating that 
he pleads guilty, or does not wish to contest the case, the 
court may take into account, when considering the appro- 
priate penalty to impose, any mitigating circumstances that 
may be set out in the letter, although this may not have 
quite the same force as personal attendance by himself or 
his legal representative. 

Whether or not a minor case will be dealt with in the 
absence of the defendant is a matter entirely for the court’s 
discretion. Sometimes it is desirable, in the ‘nterests of 
justice, that the defendant should be present. For instance, 
in a prosecution for speeding where the defendant has two 
previous convictions for this offence, the court has power, if 
he is convicted for a third time, to disqualify him, and here 
he should attend in person. The new Road Traffic Bill will 
make disqualification possible on the second conviction 
Similarly, the courts will rarely deal with serious offences 
such as dangerous driving or careless driving, or offence: 
rendering a person liable to disqualification, in his absence 

If a summons is served upon a person and he does not 
appear to answer it in person then, provided the summons 
is proved to have been properly served, the court may issue 
a warrant for his arrest, ordering him to be brought before 
the court. Before taking this step, the court may adjourn 
the summons and send the defendant a notice telling him 
to attend on a future date; if he does not appear on this date 
the warrant may be issued. Such a warrant may or may 
not be endorsed for bail at the court’s discretion; if it is, 
then the defendant will be released on bail after his arrest, 
to appear at the court at a stated time. If it is not, he will 
be held in custody until the next sitting of the court 

A letter written to the court by the defendant in a minc. 
case should be as concise as possible. Perhaps the best 
approach is a clear admission followed by a brief résumé of 
such mitigating circumstances as the defendant may wish to 
bring to the court’s notice—for instance, that the road was 
wet, or that visibility was bad, or that his vision was 
obscured, or that he has a long and blameless driving record 
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The letter could also contain an assurance that no disrespect 
to the court is intended by the defendant’s absence. 

In magistrates’ courts the warrant officer announces the 
summons and calls out the names of both parties. If the 
defendant appears he is shown into a space in the well of 
the court, usually in front of the dock—which is reserved 
for more desperate offenders—facing the bench. Before him 
may be a panel of justices of the peace, or, in the larger 
cities, a stipendiary magistrate.

Guilty Plea

not he wishes to question the police officer about anything 
he has said; and then, if he wishes to say anything to the 
bench. The defendant may elicit, by questioning the police 
officer, such facts as whether or not the road was wet, if 
visibility was poor, whether or not traffic was heavy, or 
whether it was likely that his vision was obstructed.

chief. When a witness has finished his evidence in chief 
the defendant, or his advocate if he is represented, may cross- 
examine him—that is, ask him any questions relevant to the 
issue. If there is an advocate for the prosecution he has 
the right of what is called opening the case; or giving, before 
any evidence is called, a brief résumé of the facts of the 
case as alleged by the prosecution. After opening he calls 
the witnesses and examines them. 

When all the prosecution witnesses have given their evi- 
dence and been cross-examined, the defendant or his advo- 
cate may submit that the prosecution evidence shows no 
case against the defendant and he may invite the court to 
dismiss the case at that stage. If, however, the court finds 
that there is a case for the defendant to answer then it is 
the turn of the defence to give evidence. If a defendant is 
not legally represented, he should be asked whether he 
wishes to give sworn evidence from the witness box or to 
make an unsworn statement from where he is; the choice 
is entirely up to him and the court cannot give him any 
guidance. If he gives sworn evidence he is liable to be 
cross-examined by the prosecutor, but if he gives an un- 
sworn statement he cannot be asked questions. 

The defendant then gives sworn evidence (or makes his 
statement) and calls any witnesses on his behalf. Any 
defence witness may be cross-examined by the prosecution. 
If the defendant is represented his advocate may then have 
what is known as the last word—that is, ke may submit to 
the court the reasons why he contends that the case ought 
to be dismissed. At any stage of the proceedings the court 
itself may ask any witness any questions it thinks fit. At 
the close of the case for the defence the court will announce 
its finding and either convict the defendant or dismiss the 
case against him; in either case, it has power to order the 
unsuccessful party to pay costs. If the defendant is con- 
victed the court will then hear details of his past record, if 
any, and, after asking him or his representative whether 
there is anything further he wishes to say, will pass its sen- 
tence.

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HE regulations are now available for

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chief. When a witness has finished his evidence in chief 
the defendant, or his advocate if he is represented, may cross- 
examine him—that is, ask him any questions relevant to the 
issue. If there is an advocate for the prosecution he has 
the right of what is called opening the case; or giving, before 
any evidence is called, a brief résumé of the facts of the 
case as alleged by the prosecution. After opening he calls 
the witnesses and examines them. 

When all the prosecution witnesses have given their evi- 
dence and been cross-examined, the defendant or his advo- 
cate may submit that the prosecution evidence shows no 
case against the defendant and he may invite the court to 
dismiss the case at that stage. If, however, the court finds 
that there is a case for the defendant to answer then it is 
the turn of the defence to give evidence. If a defendant is 
not legally represented, he should be asked whether he 
wishes to give sworn evidence from the witness box or to 
make an unsworn statement from where he is; the choice 
is entirely up to him and the court cannot give him any 
guidance. If he gives sworn evidence he is liable to be 
cross-examined by the prosecutor, but if he gives an un- 
sworn statement he cannot be asked questions. 

The defendant then gives sworn evidence (or makes his 
statement) and calls any witnesses on his behalf. Any 
defence witness may be cross-examined by the prosecution. 
If the defendant is represented his advocate may then have 
what is known as the last word—that is, ke may submit to 
the court the reasons why he contends that the case ought 
to be dismissed. At any stage of the proceedings the court 
itself may ask any witness any questions it thinks fit. At 
the close of the case for the defence the court will announce 
its finding and either convict the defendant or dismiss the 
case against him; in either case, it has power to order the 
unsuccessful party to pay costs. If the defendant is con- 
victed the court will then hear details of his past record, if 
any, and, after asking him or his representative whether 
there is anything further he wishes to say, will pass its sen- 
tence. If the case is dismissed the defendant is completely 
acquitted and cannot again be charged with that particular 
offence
